The union had requested a raise 
of $6.00 per week for all employes,

mission calling for increases of $4.00 
per week for operators and Central 
office employes,.' except for one 
grouping of small towns, which would 
receive $5.00. The recommendation 
also called for increases of $2.00 for 
certain clerical groups and $3.00 for 
certain other clerical -groups outside 
the Central offices, and advised a 
reduction in the length of time nor- 
mally taken to" reach maximum sal- 
aries.

*'The Cherokee Strip" by Marquis 
James has heen presented to the An- 
tioch Library in memory of the late 
William H. Hansen. This autobiogra- 
phy is a lively and honest picture of 
a Southwestern boyhood. Mr. James 
has many amusing tales to tell of 
•claim jumping and of running a 
newspaper in a small and raw Okla- 
homa town, 

'iHercules, Mv Shipmate," by Ro- 
bert Graves, is Ihe story of Jason and 
the Argonauts in pursuit of the 
Golden Fleece and it is told in terms 
of high adventure and romance. The 
author of "I Claudius" outdoes him- 
self, in- dramatic incident, fresh' hu- 
mor and an exciting cast of charac- 
ters. 

Robert Standish gives us a picture 
of the slow growth of Chinese unity 
in "The Small Creneral." The Sung 
family lives on its own island in Ta 
Hu Lake near Soochow but their iso- 
lation is not enough to keep the 
Sungs out of the current of events. 
Mr. Standish accents the Chinese 
viewpoint, so different from our own, 
and through the story we get an in- 
sight into a sort of individualism 
which we cannot help admiring, al- 
though that trait has been- .the source 
of much of China's trouble. 

"The Gauntlet," by James Street, 
is the story of a young Baptist minis- 
ter who, with his bride, goes lo a 
small Missouri town to take over his 
first pastorate. Inexperienced and 
all too human, London Wingo needs 
all his faith and fortitude to meet 
the responsibilities of his position. 
"The Gauntiet" has been described 
as a combination "Main Street" and 
"Elmer Gantry". 

Andrew Roth believes that some 
Americans and Englishmen favor a 
peace formula for. Japan which will 
provide only for a temporary truce. 
In "Dilemma in Japan," he pulls no 
punches in outlining the need to 
throw out the Emperor and his im- 
perialistic partners. This book is an 
honest warning by a keen analyst of 

Eastern affairs.
